A SUSPICIOUS CASE. 

This morning Drs. Hutson, Ford and RF >bi.- 
son were called in to attend Mrs. Mary Kiein,a 
woman of about 55 years ot age, residing at 
Fourth and Frankliu evenue. She came 
trom Memphis by steamer a little over a week 
ago.

Talk with Dr. Rutherford, of Texas. 

Dr. R. Rutherford, Ucaltih Officer of 
Texas, was utthe Board of Health office to- 
day.

‘‘But what about the camps?’’ qucried the 
reporter. 

‘*The fever will spread to the camps also,’’ 
said Dr. Rutherford. ‘‘Ilt wili only take about 
ten or twelve days. For nine-tenths 
ot the cases of yellow feyer it 
takes from five to thirteen daystor the germs 
toincubate. Thirty two days is the longest 
period that I have knownf{the disease to require 
to germinate.’’ 

‘*Whet de you think of the precautions St. 
Louis bas adopted towards warding off the yel- 
low fiend?’’ 

‘*So far asthey gothey are admirable,’’ repit- 
ed Dr. Ruthertord, ‘‘but I would suggest that 
all refugees be detained on a boat down the 
river fora period, suy, of twelve days. The 
present weather is unfavorabie to the develop- 
ment ot the fever, and the present 
temperature prevails all the way dowa to the 
Gult. The _ critical period, however, 
is approachinz, stated be- 
fore. The human is attenuated 
and weakened by the continued heat of the 
summer and is more liable to contract vellow 
and malarial fevertban at any other time of 
the year.’’ 

Dr. Rutherford, tt mey be stated, is a be- 
liever in the germ theory,while Dr. Ford is op- 
posedtoit.

PARLIAMENT PROROGUED.

LONDON, August 15.—Parliament was pro- 
rogued to-day. The speech from the throne 
was delivered by the Royal Commissioner.

that, of all ways of securing an improve- 
ment in his condition, a strike is about the 
worst. The coopers’ strike secured an in- 
crease of wages, but secured it only for 
those coopers who would have had it with- 
out a strike, while it inflicted quite a seri- 
ous losg on those coopers who, instead of 
securing an increase of wages, mercly 
secured no wages at all. The experience 
of the teamsters is apt to be more 
unfortunate, and there are very few cases 
in which the loss of a strike does not out- 
weigh the gain, while there are a great 
many cases in which a reasonable statement 
of grievances would secure all the remedy 
that could be asked. The idea that the em- 
ployers are the natural enemies of their 
workmen, and that the relation between 
them is one of constant hostility, is so ab- 
surd that any action based on it is doomed 
to failure, but it seems to be the basis of 
all the workingmen’s movements recently, 
and indeed to constitute the stock in trade 
of many of the leaders.

His Answer to Sec. Sherman. 


The Great Greenbacker Reviews 
the Situation.

Boston, August 12, 1879.—Wendel Phillips 
has just written a letter to 
Solon Chase explaining his views on the pree- 
ent financial condition ot the country. It is 
intended as a reply to Secretary Sherman's 
great speech in Portland, which has been so 
widely circulated. He arraigns the entire con- 
duct of the Republican leaders for the past ten 
years, and especially their neglect of the ne- 
greinthe South. He thinks that his prophe- 
cies in regard to President Hayes’ ‘‘Southern 
policy’’ have been fulfilled, and that the party 
is now in its decadence, which he attributes to 
the breaking of all its most sacred promises. 
‘*No party in our bistory,’’ says he, ‘‘has ever 
fallen from such a height, orto such depth of 
disgrace.’’

THE NATION BAYERU'PT. 


What is the result? In 1866 the property of the 
nation was estimated at $25,000,000,000. In 
the opinion of the best judges the nation is 
bankrupt to-day. Thatis, if called upon to- 
dayto payits national, State, city, county, 
town and corporation debts, and for that pur- 
pose its property sold at present values,there 
would nut be realized from such sale enough to 
pay those debts. If the property could be sold 
at its real worth amply would it pay our debts. 
But ifsold at the pricesto which Republican 
folly has reduced it, we are bankrupt. * * * 
Prices the world Over were never so low as 
now. Yet oar producing classes are so unable 
to buy what they produce, aud their wages are 
so low, that we are forced to export to find a 
market, and our exports exceed our imports, a 
very rare thing in our history. Were it to be 
so when tair prices ruled in the world’s mark- 
ets there would be great reason to rejoice. But

LABOR ABROAD. 

‘‘The workingman rarely eats meat at all 
in any other form than sausage, and his 
wife and children scarcely know its taste,so 
little do they get of it.”’ “The wages 
paid hardly cover the necessaries of life. 
Many seldom taste meat more than once a 
‘‘The laborers are really part and 
parcel of the estate. Wages in money are 
often merely nominal.’”’ ‘In this district it 
is difficult if not impossible fora working- 
man to earn much more than enough for 
his individual support, and every member 
of the family must contribute to the general 
fund.’’ These quotations do not refer to 
the condition of the miserable French peas- 
ants before the revolution, nor to 
the starving ryots in India, 
the plundered fellahs of Egypt. They 
are Official reports forwarded by different 
American Consuls in Germany describing 
the condition of the working classes in the 
most powerful monarchy of Europe. They 
seem to be free from bias or prejudice, 
and to bear on their face the evidence of 
truth and fairness. 

They sum up a condition of society in 
which the wages of labor are low, and the 
cost of every necessary of life high; in 
which the workingman, born in abject pov- 
erty, must be without rest from toil,or hope 
of bettering his condition; in which not 
only is his money taken from him to main- 
tain an enormous military es- 
tablishment, but in which the 
best years of his life are also taken fora 
service which pays him nothing and leaves 
him poorer at the end than when he entered 
it.

They haye compared their con- 
dition only with the condition 
of affairs during the flush times of inflation 
and wild-cat prosperity, and they have found 
it very hard to give up that ideal prosperity 
in which work came without the asking and 
in which wages were more than ample. If 
they wish to realize the true situation let 
them turn to their fellow workmen in other 
countries and, feeling what they have lost 
on the one hand, appreciate what they have 
avoided on the other. 

If we were to listen only to the complaints 
of the labor agitators and, professional 
disturbers in this country, we would think 
that we were in a condition of exceptional 
misery, andthat that misery was the result

OPPRESSION OF LABOR. 

This tyranny of the money, which breaks 
down our stoutest men and makes bankrupt 
our strongest merchants, is something to be 
feared.

To-Day. 


Mr. Henry Clay Dean Says a Word 
or Two. 


What Has Been Accomplished and 
What Has to Be Done. 


Co-operation of the County Societies 
Earnestly Desired.

The State Board of Immigration, composed 
of Messys. Andrew McKinley, of st. Louis; 
Henry Clay Dean, of Dean, Iowa, and John M. 
Richardson, of Carthage, is in session to-dav, 
atits rooms in the Insurance Building, corner 
of Sixth and Locust. A representative of the 
PosT-DIsSraTCH called around this morning to 
see what the Doard had done, and what it pro- 
posed to do. Mr. Dean, as well as the other 
two gentiemen, immediately gave notice that 
they bad aserious grievanee against the Post- 
DISPATCH, On account of some discouraging 
remarks it had meade about the progress of the 
board in induciag immigrants to come to Mis- 
souri. Mr. Dean, who is 

AN ELOQUENT MAN, 
took such an interest in the matter that he got 
up and made a regular speech to the news- 
paper man. 

‘*Idid not,’’ said he, ‘‘believe the Post- 
DISPATCH would do such athing. Why, don’t 
you iolks kuow that every Jiit'e carrion Radti- 
cal sheet up in Jowa and Kansas will 
take up what your paper says and harp on it 
till doomsday. I expected better things of 
the PosT-DISPATCH, tor it is a Democratic pa- 
per and ought to support Democratic men and 
measures.
